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news special report from white sands new mexico nbc news covers the landing of space shuttle 3. here in 
new york is nbc news correspondent john chancellor well good morning the ace trucking company which the 
astronauts call the shuttle system is just about to finish its third mission in space with a reusable spacecraft 
the spacecraft columbia is about over hawaii now starting that long 4000 mile glide back to the landing site 
which is now again in white sands new mexico at the white sands missile range about 15 minutes ago they 
uh initiated what is called their deorbit burn they turned on their uh engines up in space and knocked 
themselves out of their 129th orbit more than 3 million miles of travel and they launched about a week ago 
yesterday and they tried to come back yesterday as most of you know and they were unable to because the 
winds at white sands were about 55 miles an hour we thought for a while they might have to try for the 
kennedy space center at cape canaveral but the weather now is perfect at white sands the last we heard 
about 15 minutes ago the temperature was about 55 the sky was blue and the winds were calm no winds at 
all so we think we're going to have a perfect landing there's white sands now the cirrus clouds at about 25 
000 feet scattered that's no problem you can see a little of that white gypsum blowing as it often does out 
there but nothing like the sahara sandstorm that we saw yesterday and that's a live picture there we have 
about 37 minutes before the shuttle columbia will touch down on that long strip there at white sands missile 
range so it's all going perfectly now 
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so it's all going perfectly now they had a good burn up in the in the in space as they call it the engines 
worked and we're on our way for a landing with me is vance brand an astronaut uh who is going to be going 
up himself in the space shuttle number five in november vance spent 217 hours in space in the apollo soyuz 
link up back in 1975. so he knows what it's like up there welcome good morning uh you've been listening to 
the communication vance um any anything funny going on not at all uh john they had a practice yesterday so 
i i'm sure that helps today it's all very uh calm organized going step by step not behind sounds great so you 
think there'll be no difficulty in coming in over that none whatsoever well they they'll get a pretty good view of 
the southwestern part of the united states won't they uh yes they will you know they will probably be banked 
to the left as they they cross baja and they'll be able to look up the california coast to see los angeles and 
then they'll they'll reverse their turn uh Somewhere around tucson and get a view south and uh so the whole 
of the southwest waiting for them the the crowds didn't turn up again today as they did yesterday at white 
sands or an awful lot of people there all wrapped up some of them with goggles and sunglasses having a 


perfectly miserable time in the sandstorm and among them yesterday and again today heidi shulman heidi 
are you there on the ground yes i am john the crowds are a bit smaller today apparently a lot of people were 
discouraged after our awful day out here yesterday but as you mentioned the conditions this morning look 
just fine recently the wind has picked up a little bit but it's not stiff enough to interfere with the landing 
approach and it hasn't yet at least kicked up that sand that put us into a blinding sandstorm yesterday 
afternoon john young was up flying weather flights earlier today he's still in the air at one point he said that he 
could see for 200 miles so the skies look nice and 
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for 200 miles so the skies look nice and clear white sands has always been colombia's backup site so it has 
all the basics for landing there are electronic navigational aids out on the two runways here and emergency 
crews who will be at work today are based at holloman air force base just across the desert but everything 
else had to be moved here and the nasa people who did it say it was a bigger job than they had thought it 
took 35 hours to ferry several hundred tons of de-servicing equipment by train from california while it was on 
the tracks a base station was built near the landing strip for the three to four hundred people who manned 
the gear they added nine or ten large general purpose shelters a large aircraft hangar uh lavatory facilities to 
handle uh several hundred people showers uh generators control centers army controllers at white sands 
missile range kept their usual track of the shuttle as it passed over the southwest and we're joined for landing 
by convoy crews from california and cape canaveral t-38 pilots who will intercept colombia as it makes a 
sweeping turn toward the runway and nasa tv crews who will provide today's pictures it may look civilized 
here now but until midweek you could count the working telephones on your fingers a nasa engineer called 
the major accomplishment getting it all done with minimal mistakes everybody out here would work free for 
nothing you know coming on their vacation most of us are working around the clock and enjoying every 
moment of it even with that enthusiasm it was a very long night last night for the crews at work out here the 
sandstorm yesterday blew drifts of sand out across the runway and they were out there until two this morning 
working on clearing the sand away so the astronauts would be able to see it when they come down this 
morning they are on station now and they say that everything is ready john thank you heidi uh the my favorite 
quotation from all of this so far is 
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quotation from all of this so far is comes from major general alan nord who's the commander of the white 
sands missile range as you'll recall edwards air force base in california is the the landing site that they would 
like to have used but it rained so much out there that somebody said the the runway was the consistency of 
cream of wheat left over about 24 hours after it had been cooked so they moved it sent two trains a thousand 
miles to white sands missile range which gave the army out there a bit of a problem and now we come to my 
favorite quote major general alan nord the commander said we've been hammer and tonguing this for days 
and they have and it's all working and it's coming down now let's just have a look at the clock and the map to 
see uh 28 minutes and 17 seconds to landing at white sands everything going perfectly and we'll be back

that's caused and i don't want to get too technical about this because i don't know how technical it is but 
when they come in uh they create they're sort of burning through the uh upper part of the atmosphere and 
that makes radio communication very difficult the blackout will be going on until eight minutes before the hour 
wherever you are and then we'll pick them up again no indication that there's any problem at all let's look at 
the clock in the map again and see where we are as you can see they're past hawaii they'll be coming in 
over baja california and they'll be able to see up the coast to los angeles and possibly i guess at that altitude 
to san francisco and then onto onto white sands vance brand the astronaut is with us are they saying 
anything on that uh circuit of importance well uh it sounds like they're about uh 255 000 
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it sounds like they're about uh 255 000 feet high john still going about 24 times the speed of sound so they're 
really whistling across the pacific at high speed yeah and they'll start slowing down uh progressively 
approaching the coast uh vance no problem with the tiles right with the heat protection tiles that's correct uh 
fortunately the tiles came off in an area that's uh not very critical this area might reach say 600 degrees 
fahrenheit which sounds like a lot but it isn't compared to the 2700 degrees in other places and uh protection 
is adequate yeah the one phrase that nasa used that i found interesting was they said that the tiles were ina 
thermally benign part of the uh of the craft so that uh but if they if one of those tiles came off in a place that 
was not thermally benign for example down in here where the really severe heating takes place that could be 
a problem and nasa is moving to uh to fix those tiles better they've been a persistent problem the one thing 
vance that interests me is though all we've had problems on this uh spacecraft all the way from the power 
units overheating on launch every time down to the fact that the toilet didn't work but the overall system 
seems to be working very well that's right for the uh for the third test flight all right i think it's just a super i 
believe that the the toilet uh system has been a nagging problem and that that will of course get fixed the uh 
the tile i think it's a matter of uh replacing these tile with stronger ones when they have them all over the 
vehicle i don't believe we expect any problem there yeah what strikes me is the fact that i'm kind of an 
optimist about this but it's the most complicated machine ever devised we have to remind ourselves of that 
uh it isn't it isn't a a model t it's a very complicated machine and i think the fact that they were able to stay up 
an extra day because the wind was blowing too fast at one 
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was blowing too fast at one runway that there had been too much rain at another runway they still could have 
gone into the kennedy space center is an indication of the fundamental reliability of this aircraft and of course 
you know they could stay up for three more days if they had to because they have sufficient oxygen nitrogen 
hydrogen food all those things we haven't heard from roy neal yet without whom no nbc coverage of space is 
possible roy has been monitoring the whole mission at mission control in houston and has prepared this look 
at the mission so far right for main engine ignition shuttle commander jack lousma said it before launch it's 
not just another ride there's a lot that has to be done right the most complicated piece of space machinery 
ever to fly columbia on its third mission returns home today bad weather out of the way both ship and crew in 
good shape a even though the failure of two tv cameras made it tougher astronauts lousma and gordon 
fullerton successfully tested the mechanical arm for picking up and putting back cargo they operated several 
scientific and engineering experiments one of them involving insects in weightlessness the flies have decided 
to give up flying and just watch they proved the ability of colombia to withstand the extremes of hot and cold 
in space but as on previous trips a string of assorted gremlins plagued the mission i see some uh little 
chunks of tile right at the base of the number two window there as before tiles had broken loose on launch 
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had broken loose on launch not in critical areas three of the four primary radio links to earth were lost nasa 
officials decided backup systems were safe enough there were personal problems okay well uh we had all 
the food we wanted today i think we're going to be feeling better tomorrow dave and i know it's pretty hard to 
sleep in up here but overall circling the earth every 90 minutes with 32 sunrises and sunsets a day the view 
from 150 miles up was spectacular this is a good old america from see the shining sea in just 12 minutes and 
it really is america's beautiful the odyssey of columbia nears its end cape canaveral to white sands new 
mexico the long way more than three million miles and a day late and that's how the flight went now with me 
john sharing this mission here in houston has been shuttle astronaut major james buckley as well and jim 
your observations on the mission as an astronaut oh roy from where i set everything has gone just fantastic i 
think we have completed every objective and i'm ready to see him come down well we're about to see that in 
a mere matter of moments john thank you roy uh let's hear from the astronauts now we have recorded 
various things that they've been saying uh colonel jack lausma of the marines and gordo colonel gordo 
fullerton of the air force and we've recorded some of that we'll play it for you now we just gave him a lot of 
that we're processing data through hawaii columbia houston through hawaii over okay we're hearing hawaii 
uh we gotta keep uh 2.7 all as well sounds good 
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now just before we started picking up the atmosphere it started very lightly and now it was a [Music] brighter 
they uh picked up the atmosphere at 34 minutes past the last hour in whatever time zone you're in and at 37 
minutes past the hour they the blackout began when they when they began to get into the atmosphere itself 
and they'll be in the atmosphere until eight minutes before the hour let's have a quick look at the clock now 
and see how far away only 18 minutes now to the landing and they probably from there ought to have the the 
coast almost in sight the west coast of the united states and what a beautiful view that will be so with 18 
minutes to go before landing we'll pause for this message [Music] the science of silkients comes the self-

store nearest you we are now about a quarter of an hour away from the landing of sts-3 the space shuttle 
columbia after a more than three million mile journey eight days around the earth in 129 orbits heading down 
now into the atmosphere out of communication because of the pressures of the atmosphere and the heat 
around the spacecraft but due to be over the california coast just about now 15 minutes to landing at white 
sands where the weather was is excellent as it was not yesterday and you see there that it will be crossing 
some southern states some southwestern states before it heads down there robert bazelle is at the white 
sands missile range now and he has a report for us bob good morning john it's nice to be talking to you again 
and good morning 
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talking to you again and good morning vance with me here this morning is fitzhugh fulton who's a nasa test 
pilot who's been with us on the two prior shuttle landings good morning fitz welcome all right we'll be talking 
to fitz quite a bit as after the landing to talk about how it goes there is some wind here this morning at white 
sands of course there's nothing like we had yesterday where all of us were here ate and breathed a lot of 
dust but there is enough wind so that they've had to modify the landing plant a little bit they'll be making a 
right turn into the runway that's numbered 1-7 and they won't be getting a crosswind which is something 
they'd hoped for but for tests for future landings but that won't be happening they'll be lining into the wind the 
situation here with the cancellation yesterday dampened the crowd somewhat yesterday we had quite a few 
people who were here we uh thousands and thousands of people crowded from neighboring towns some 
from from both coasts to come to see the uh the landing but they were severely disappointed and they too 
breathed and ate a lot of sand today we have a picture of the visitors viewing area and as you can see there 
are many many fewer people i think a lot of people went through a lot of trouble yesterday they were 
disappointed they didn't come back today so right now we're looking at winds here at the edge of the runway 
that are gusting up to about 30 miles an hour sometimes they seem to be steady at about 10 but that's 
absolutely no problem for the landing everything seems to be going perfectly it's a beautiful day couldn't be 
nicer and we'll be talking to you later john 14 179 000 feet uh we've just been eavesdropping they came out 
of the communications blackout two minutes early and uh jack lousma said this is you're a beautiful flying 
machine and they agreed with him at mission control we're just waiting now for uh more communication from 
the spacecraft yeah john they said i think we're moving right over there they just passed over l.a okay and 
your energy and ground track are nominal that means all right 
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we show them crossing the coastline and buy for our market 12. [Music] we should see them on television in 
about eight minutes no about five minutes i suppose and and the landing as you can see is only 12. mark 12 
000 feet per second they're slowing down uh rapidly now only 12 times the speed of sound john 12 times 
that's about 7 000 miles an hour altitude 167 000 feet range 440 miles [Music] i imagine they can look right 
up the san joaquin valley they have aos at white sands now [Music] yeah it's about 6 000 miles an hour now 
and it has no power it is dropping not quite like a stone but as tom wolf said it has the trajectory of some keys 
thrown to the ground in the parking lot crashing the shuttle has probably broken a few lighter records i would 
think gliding from halfway around the world uh undoubtedly speedway is the hottest glider roger never 
thought of that miles to white fans probably temperature-wise too thought we not to listen now to see if 
they're going to change the runway they're probably not they would have to do it about now wouldn't they 
that's right uh they would 150 000. but they're at 150 000 feet they would have to change very very quickly 
now if they change their 
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very quickly now if they change their minds i see phoenix passing phoenix by the time they got to phoenix my 
watch had hardly made one revolution altitude 140 7000 feet mach 8.3 range 290 miles they are only 300 
miles out now so they should of course be getting attack end signals those are the same radio stations that 
airliners use we should see them in about three minutes i think on television i can see it down there i got one 
tactic roger stand by that's steve nagle who is the capcom i think you see him right there in your picture the 
voice of mission control 5 jack riley you just heard him box 7 range 230. steve has been in the program for 
about four years now one of our bright upcoming young astronauts air force officer so he's probably fairly 
familiar with white sands their position is now being tracked by the columbia houston that's tack in and that's 
the navigational systems used by commercial airliners provide range and bearing information 124 000 feet 
now and it sounds like the craft of the navigation is just excellent across the pacific from the indian ocean 
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approaching the state line between arizona and new mexico soon they will be over truth or con 


consequences in mexico they're passing some very uh desolate country right now i think with the scattered 
clouds they might not see uh the landing field yet but they work very quickly john five range 146 miles 
columbia is over new mexico now passing uh north of uh silver city over new mexico now about the size of a 
dc-9 no power altitude 103 000 feet at mach 4.3 range 100 miles advanced brand points out three and a half 
minutes no vehicle has ever glided that quickly and that far except the shuttles that preceded it this is the 
third shuttle flight it looks like a momentary head up there and uh 97 000 now positive seats john they just 
passed 97 000 feet and called positive seats this means if 
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called positive seats this means if if they were they're in a very steep glide now probably uh less than 100 
miles out over 100 000 feet high that's three times as high as an airliner out of 90 000 feet at max free range 
74 miles standby the vehicle has pitot tubes like an airplane except they must be kept in them i think we uh i 
think we've got a picture of it when we are taking our data we have a salvation picture of columbia on the 
monitor look at 89 000 feet 2.5 58 miles advance is he banking that is he in a big banking turn at the moment 
uh yeah that's that's right i believe he's in a right bank john when he uh comes down only two and a half 
times the speed of sound he will level out and head straight to the barn and they have just put out their pitot 
tubes are all good have an update on winds and weather when you're ready over the field surface winds one 
eight zero at one one altimeter three zero zero three over zero mile an hour wind 11 knots i guess um yeah 
yes uh winds are very light thousand feet in modern 
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are very light thousand feet in modern world range very nice today i think we have a south wind coming up 
from mexico consequences crossed over interstate highway 25 heading towards white sand four minutes 40 
seconds from touchdown 60 000 feet 1.4 they're very close to coming through mach 1. i imagine the coyotes 
out in the desert we'll hear that shortly so we i hope if you're wondering where that picture comes from it 
comes from one of the so-called chase planes that they have observing the spacecraft now an airplane as it 
returns from space we're just about uh at the place where chase planes will try to join on the shuttle come up 
very close that's a that's always a tough job tough piloting job today uh dick covey will be the guy that has 
assigned that task point nine and speed brakes going to 100 now three and a half minutes from touchdown 
38 000 feet range 20 line of course the shuttle will be making a right turn so will 
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so will it is going overhead 30 thousand feet you know you have everything looking good you have to pinch 
yourself and remind uh that that about half an hour ago 45 minutes ago that was 85. way up in space now 
passing 26 000. that's right it dropped a long way 130 miles touchdown 13 miles range looks beautiful 
doesn''t it turning right now into runway 1-7 they're in the right turn 20 000 range 10 miles [Applause] that was 
the sonic boom out of 15 000 feet [Music] okay out of 10 000 feet at 288 [Music] roger [Music] 5000 feet 
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airspeed 280. roger a thousand feet airspeed 292. still in auto touchdown well there it is man i guess we all 
ought to applaud that was a great flight the mission collapsed time of touchdown unofficially eight days zero 
hours four minutes 49 seconds that was by far the longest flight for the shuttle to date about uh four times 
longer than any previous flight yep eight hours eight days four minutes and 49 seconds 129 and i guess 
about two-thirds way around the world at an altitude of 150 miles up in space and they had their problems 
that they overcame every one of them including a problem that was produced by nature high winds rains and 
they overcame those 
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winds rains and they overcame those there it is all beat up when you look at a spacecraft like that as i have 
uh in person a couple of times before there are burns on it it looks like a pretty used piece of equipment that 
was a beautiful job i think there's stains across it in particular from the entry that you can notice and things 
like that but it won't take them very long to turn it around and have it ready to go again that's right well it was 
worth the wait it's beautiful weather out there today isn't it now the astronauts will be in there for quite some 
time because there are one uh this is columbia how many welcome there are still the spacecraft some toxic 
and some lethal fluids that have to be handled with some care the astronauts themselves have to undergo a 
brief physical examination lots will be going on here and uh i'd like to get uh the reaction of robert bezell our 
science correspondent who's at uh white sands and who saw this come in uh himself bob are you there i 
sure am john that was certainly beautiful that was the first two as well as this one and it was uh it was just 
gorgeous it couldn't look better what do you think fitzhugh fulton the test pilot well it started to look good to 
me uh the whole thing looked just about the way it was picture planned and the the approach to landing the 
flare out and the uh touchdown and then after the as he approached the point putting the nose gear down i 
noticed he made a little pitch change in the shuttle and i think that was to test out the elevator effectiveness 
at low speed so that wasn't a problem no that's right it was just another one of the tests i'm sure was 
programmed in there it was a very clear day here today john and we saw it much farther away than we had 
seen it at edwards air force base so

had seen it at edwards air force base so people here were cheering and shouting all the way down and 
finally a touchdown you could you could hear the screams and shouts from all over the place it was really 
beautiful now on our screen we can see and i guess you can see with your eye bob some of the uh the 
vehicles that are moving up the one to your left there on the screen is called the orbiter crew hatch access 
vehicle i call it the stairs uh they what they do is they will move that up and once they make sure that there 
are there are no toxic gases in the area and you see trucks moving in now that have to do with that they will 
move the stairs over to the aircraft and the doctor will go in and then ultimately but probably quite a long time 
from now the the astronauts themselves jack lausma and gordo fullerton will come out to the cheers of the 
technicians john one of the things about this mission is that the astronauts are scheduled to come out sooner 
than they had on previous missions and i think the first two crews were a little bit upset about how much time 
they had to spend and they're going over tests so there'll be a substitute crew that are going to go in there for 
them and i think we should see them today if everything goes normally a bit sooner than we saw the first two 
crews come out all right there there it is that whole little army of vehicles those all ones you see on your 
screen there uh that are moving in had to be sent on trains one thousand miles from edwards air force base 
in california two special trains carried all of this stuff and they this is this shows you a project that is still in the 
process of of growing up they don't have this little fleet of vehicles that meet the aircraft all over the country 
they only have a couple of them one at the kennedy space center and the one you've seen which has been 
transported here when the shuttle gets itself going when vance brand starts flying it in november uh it will 
land at cape kennedy and and those vehicles will be there but there it is all hail colombia and 
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but there it is all hail colombia and we'll be back after we give our stations a chance to identify themselves

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[Music] the shuttle is down the astronauts are safe everything worked just flawlessly this morning out at white 
sands missile range uh the astronauts are still inside the vehicle there you can we can see the uh you can 
see the tiles so well and so vividly in a photograph in a tape like this a picture like this those are the heat 
resistant tiles some of which they lost i think we can see the pilots if you've got a very well-tuned set you can 
look in there and see laszma and fullerton that's the flight deck you're looking at on the columbia and what 
sites they have seen even this morning as they came in over the california coast it was a beautiful day and 
they they saw half the southwest and just about a perfect landing i don't know what just about means in that 
case it looked wonderful to us and we would like to show it to you again the final moments in the air of the 
third mission of the space shuttle and they've tried out a second landing field now too that's right so uh the 
cape later will be our third there it is with its little fish trailing at the chase plane thousand feet airspeed 292. 
still in auto 50 feet here comes the gear gear it down [Music] three three [Music] touchdowns [Applause] and 
uh that's how it looked just a few minutes ago uh nominal as they say which 
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minutes ago uh nominal as they say which is high praise in some of these situations roy neal is in houston 
now with glenn lonnie who is the manager of the space shuttle program right and glenn is one of the happiest 
men in houston at the moment much relieved i would imagine mr bunny feeling very well i'll bet i was 
watching your face just now as you watched us replay that landing you shared every second of that didn't 
you of the landing and the flight i guess though it's time now that they're safely back to put all this in some 
kind of perspective and as a management person within the framework of the space administration how do 
you see this flight was it good bad or indifferent well i think it was terrific we had three things to do get up 
okay stay up for about a week and get down okay we did them all we stayed one more day and you know to 
us sitting here on the ground watching test flight going on it's kind of like counting the nuts and bolts 
everything seems to go wrong the sky is falling chicken little was right there were all sorts of things including 
having to wave them off and yet you're looking at that a lot different oh in perspective we've had very few 
problems we were dismayed at the at the tile problem but i think we'll figure out what that is and we have a 
plan to strengthen the files but on balance we felt it was very successful very few problems and the few that 
we had will be easy to fix and we'll be right back in the year for the rest of them one last question if i may um 
right now these are test flights how does this flight pertain to the operational flights you're looking at starting 
by the idea of course of the test flights is to test the vehicles and be sure be sure that they're ready to go in 
the operations and we feel that with this kind of a flight and the success of it we really will be landings in the 
future we're going to probably have a several days options so that we'll be able to deal with the weather and 
wave offs or choices of weather and landing sites will become a routine thing for us just like running an 
airline clinton lonnie who is of course the space shuttle program manager here in houston at the johnson 
space center john and at white sands missile range they 
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and at white sands missile range they are still have surrounded the space shuttle and they are beginning to 
purge it of some of its fuels and other uh liquids aboard at this stage of the operation it's too soon for 
technicians to approach the craft itself it's being done in other ways and there it is home safe and sound 
more than 3 million miles in space we'll be back with more coverage of columbia after this [Music] why buy

radios are still hooked up they're still inside colombia you can see some of the technicians now due to the 
fact that you're at 4 000 feet and when you get to the point let me know and i'll get it to you [Music] i'm not 
sure advance what 4 000 feet mean i know that white sands is about 3 900 feet isn't this altitude that's right 
john it's a high altitude landing field and they probably suspect that there's there's a little pressure on one 
side of the hatch or the other and they want to make sure it's relieved so when they open the door it doesn't 
pop open i see now tell me what the astronauts are wearing now well of course they they re-entered in their 
uh their space suits high altitude suits with helmets and gloves and so forth by now they have the helmets off 
the gloves off to be a little more comfortable be able to reach around the cockpit to shut everything down and 
although they can sort of take a sigh of relief they do want to power down everything in a in a very good 
fashion so that this is a perfect mission to the the very last step that they have to perform well well done so 
far heidi shulman is standing by with an important person who watched the landing today john we may have 
just seen the columbia 
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john we may have just seen the columbia land just in time the wind is really beginning to kick up out here but 
before it did we had a gorgeous view in the vip center and among the spectators there a very proud governor 
of new mexico bruce king governor your impressions of the landing well it was just beautiful and we're 
delighted to welcome columbia to new mexico and we're just ladies it was a beautiful day it was a very 
spectacular sight to see it come in from some 50 to 75 miles out when you could just barely see a view of it 
and then as columbia came on in and came on down to land in the beautiful mountain background setting 
and it's just something we're very proud of new mexico we're very proud of white sands and what we've been 
able to do and told you told me a moment ago that you were very nervous about yesterday we had that awful 
sandstorm and it looked doubtful well we always have one or two of those in late april and march and we uh 
were really concerned and we're just lady that we did have such a beautiful day for columbia land today but 
we were very concerned and yesterday was one of the worst days that you ever see in the desert area and 
when it is the white sands well it moves what kind of a boost now this is obviously a very public occasion out 
here what kind of a boost does it give to the space program here in new mexico well it gives a great boost to 
the space program because we'll have about 355 days a year generally speaking it wouldn't be too wet or 
too windy or anything that the space shuttle could operate from this area so we know that we will have many 
more landings and many more takeoffs from this area so we're just late it means a great deal to us all so 
means a great deal to us to have the opportunity to greet all of the people throughout the international area 
the united states and welcome to our great state of land of enchantment new mexico governor thank you 
very much for going back to john chancellor in new york thank you heidi for an hour or two yesterday 
afternoon it looked as though the columbia might have to land at the kennedy space center at cape 


canaveral so we sent lloyd dobbins of our staff down there to see if it was going to land and report on it it 
didn't land but we thought it was totally unfair not to switch to lloyd dobbins this morning so here he is lloyd 
dobbins where it didn't land 
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lloyd [Music] uh is the landing strip we're having a little trouble getting dobbins's audio this is the landing strip 
at the kennedy space center and what's that aircraft vance that is the shuttle training airplane the gulf stream 
ii that has a cockpit just like the shuttles yeah and then of course that's what john young has been flying 
around to check the weather this morning have you flown in that aircraft yes i have how do you make an 
aircraft feel like a shuttle well it's a lot of it's done through computers you know they put in special computers 
to implement the control surfaces uh differently and all and of course we have a stick and instruments like 
the shuttles on the left side of the content okay well we're going to see if we can get back to mr dobbins and 
we'll go back and have another look at the space shuttle which landed so successfully today after this

and uh we're being used as a transportation system to get them into orbit the ace trucking company as you 
say again the ace trucking company yeah they and when you get up into orbit and 
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they and when you get up into orbit and you open the doors on the spacecraft how do you get the satellites 
out you kick them out well of course we could use the arm but that won't be used in this case they actually 
will be kicked out by springs there there will be there will be springs that push them out at one or two miles 
per hour first they'll be spun up on a lazy susan we'll be watching you vance up there there's the uh there's 
the shuttle now and you see those two long vans behind it those trucks they're purging some of the uh the 
various fluids and fuels that are still in it and you can also see the stairs up at the front and i presume by now 
that somebody has gone in there to see the astronauts that concludes our coverage of sts-3 the 3 million 
mile flight of the columbia ended successfully today sorry about lloyd dobbins
